Holding a nine point lead at the 
half, Peoria should have known 
the Dukes would fight back to

Red China Harvests 
Hold Mao’s Fate 


HONG KONG (NEA)-Whether 
Mao Tse-tung rides out the cur­ 
rent political storm or falls may 
depend on Red China’s harvests 
and the rice and w’heat deliveries. 
The crisis could come in the 
spring. 
Red China is still crawling back 
from the disastrous effects of the 
Great 
Leap 
Forward. 
Another 
crop failure would give added 
strength to Mao’s critics. It would 
convince many people that Mao’s 
economic theories are wrong. 
It would seriously cut into the 
morale of Lin Piao’s armies, on 
which Mao and Lin depend to 
hold down their party enemies. 
Army 
recruits 
come 
largely 
from 
the 
farmer 
and worker 
classes. Survey s show that Red 
Chinese army morale lfuctuates 
up and down according to the 
livelihood of the farmer. Parents 
write to their sons in the army 
about living condiions. When those 


conditions are good, the morale 
of the army is high. When con­ 
ditions are bad, morale in the 
army is low. 
Low morale in the army would 
make it difficult for Mao and 
Lin to depend on the troops to 
effectively counterrevolt. 
It’s still too early to tell what 
the harvests and crop deliveries 
will be like. 
There are reports of wheat 
losses in the north and damage 
to rice in the south. 
Die current political unsettle­ 
ment may cause the farmers to 
hoard rice and thus lower the 
amount of food reaching the cit­ 
ies. 
The way things look now. the 
crops won’t be as good as those 
of last y ear. The prospect isn’t 
as bad as the great hunger of 


several y ears 
back. 
But, per 
capita, the food outlook is well 
below the harvests of about a 
decade ago. 


A good crop and high deliveries 
will help Mao. He may get by 
on a so-so harvest. A crop dis­ 
aster would put him in a pre­ 
carious position. 
With so much riding on agri- 
culture, Mao and Lin Piao have 
slowed the pace of the purge for 
the time being and ordered the 
Red Guards to help farmers with 
the crops. 
Whether this will help the situa­ 
tion isn’t y et known. 
Mao could possibly wriggle out 
of a bad harvest by extraordin­ 
ary imports of wheat from Can­ 
ada and other countries. 
He has already begun to step 
up purchases.

SHORT RIBS 


The Doctor Savs

Q—I have Meniere’s disease 
and have been taking histamine 
injections for over two y ears. I 
don't .seem to be improving. Is 
there any cure for this condition? 
A—In Meniere’s disease or la­ 
by rinthitis the victim often has 
ringing in the ears for several 
months before any other sy mp­ 
toms appear. As the disease pro­ 
gresses he may complain of diz­ 
ziness. nausea, hearing loss, head­ 
ache and earache. Many victims 
of this disease are relieved when 
they are reassured that the dis­ 
ease is not a threat to life and 
that the attacks will subside in 
time. 
During die attacks bed rest, a 
sedative and an anti-nausea drug 
are helpful. If the nausea is se­ 
vere the drugs may be given by 
rectum or injected into a vein. 
To forestall or minimize future 
attacks a salt-poor diet and mod­ 
erate restriction of fluids are ad­ 
vised. Drugs to dilate the arter­ 
ies, diueretics (water pills), anti­ 
histamines 
and 
supplementary 
vitamins are of value. 
In some victims this line of 
treatment proves inadequate and 
surgery is advised. Surgical de­ 
struction of part of the inner ear 
will relieve the dizziness but will 
leave the patient deaf. Selective 
destruction of some inner ear 
structures by means of ultrasound 
is more conservative—the hearing 
is spared but it succeeds in re­ 
lieving the dizziness in only about 
75 per cent of cases. 
Two new treatments for Me­ 
niere’s diseases have been re­ 
ported. Betahistine hy drochloride 
(Sere) taken daily for four or 
five months has brought about 
relief from all the sy mptoms ex­ 
cept earache. Doctors who have 
used it claim that this treatment 
relieves patients who would oth­ 
erwise have had to be operated 
on. 
The other innovation, Innovar, 
is a combination of two drugs. 
When it is injected into a vein 
during an acute attack it relieves 
all the sy mptoms within 10 min­ 
utes and assures the victim of at 
least a week without a recurrence 
of the attacks. 
Q—II I have a beer or two, the 
next morning my nose is red. 
Friends say I have a whisky nose 
but I never touch whisky . What 
causes this? 
A—Even small amounts of al­ 
cohol will dilate the blood vessels 
in certain skin areas in some per­ 
sons. You are probably one of 
these. The condition is embarras­ 
sing rather than serious. No treat­ 
ment is known.

Cu t hat and balloon from green 
cotton, leav ing half-inch seam al­ 
lowance. Baste in place and ou t­ 
line with satin stitch. 


Sew on black bu ttons for ey es 
and ad d grassy slope of wid e 
green rickrack. Cu t away any re­ 
maining ex cess fabric and p ress 
with a d amp cloth.
